Washington, D. C., June 26.—(Spe- 
cial.J}—Both major political parties 
were warned today by the Anti-Saloon 
league that, under the league’s guid- 
ance, the drys in both parties will be 
organized to demand the nomination 
of ‘satisfactory’ candidates for 
President and congress and on state 
and local tickets in the 1928 campaign. 

The proclamation of the league, is- 
sued by its general counsel, Wayne B. 
Wheeler, asserts that ‘‘the Anti- 
Saloon league wil! use its well estab- 
lished and successful methods in the 
coming political campaign,” and 
frankly admits that the league will 
advise voters to scratch their own 


‘party ticket if it is headed by a wet 


and vote for the dry candidate of the 
opposition party.

lord of the admiralty. He insists hig 
instructions from London require him 
to discuss the question, while Am- 
bassador Hugh Gibson stands pat with 
the statement that the Washington 
convention embodies decisions on these 
points, and specifically provides that 
at a later conference in 1931 or 1936 
any of the signatory powers may pro- 
pose revising the accords. 

*‘ The only way I see out of the diff_i- 
culty is for the various delegations 
to refer them to their governments 
for decisions,’’ Admiral] Jellicoe said. 
“Our delegation’s mandate, as the 
British proposals indicate, provides for 
a discussion of these points.” 


British Want No Warship Rivals, 

Admiral Jellicoe cleared up one point — 
that heretofore was confusing in the 
capital ship problem. The British 
opinion is that a.reduction in the size 
and gun power of giant dreadnaughts 
should be adopted at this conference 
and no power should construct ships 
to offset the newest British battleships, 
Nelson and Rodney, of 35,000 tons and 
armed with 16 inch guns. 

“At the Washington conference 
Japan insisted on completing the 
Matsu, a 34,000 ton battleship, carry 
ing eight 16 inch guna, as a sister 
ship to the Nagato, already finished, 
Admiral Jellicoe said.

TRAPPER AVERS | 


Aviators Signaled They 
Had Provisions. 


[Chxicage Tribune Press Service.] 
CHICOUTIMI, Que., June 26.—Out 
of the woods south of Lake Onatchi- 
way, forty miles north of here, came 
the trapper, Emile Bolduc, tonight 
with a tale that may explain the fate 
of the Frenchmen Nungesser and Coll, 
who flew out over the Atlantic from 
Paris one day last May. 

Bolduc showed unusual excitement 
for one of these wilderness men as he 
repeated an Indian's s@count of a plane 
stranded in a lake and of two men 
who fought hunger on starvation ra- 
tions while a band of Indians watched 
unmoved. . 

“I was on my way out on the 
morning of June 12,”’ he told & group 
of newspapermen and M. R. Kane, 
manager of the Price Brothers Lum- 


ber company. “I was striding along 
the trail with a pack on my back, 
when I was joined by a tall Indian. 
We fell to talking. The Indian asked 
me about these Hares and what they 
meant. When I told him that many 
thought they were being sent up by 
Monsieur Nungesser, he told me his 


The Indian's 

About a month ago, Bolduc quoted 
the Indian, an airplane fell in Lake 18, 
beside which the Indians were en- 
camped. The Indians had seen air- 
planes before and were not frightened. 
They asked the two men if they had 
provisions, and the men made signs 
which made the Indians understand 
they were provided for thirty days. 
And so the Indians left them alone. 
The Indians broke camp on 18 lake a 
week ago. The white men were still 
there. 

The Indian left Bolduc, the trapper 
said, to turn off to the west. 

Bolduc is a native of Chicoutimi, and 
his story is generally believed here. 
He repeated details unchanged when 
cross questioned by Kane and others. 

The only Indian whom local trap- 
pers know to have left the wilderness 
on June 12 is Jerome Thomas of Lac 
Clair, about 18 miles north of here. 
Thomas was located through a tele- 
phone call, but failed to throw any 
light on the story.

After covering 15,500 miles of wild- 
erness three planes engaged in the 
search for Capt. Nungesser and Maj. 
Coli circled today over the spot where 
a trapper heard an airplane motor last 
May 9. No trace of the French flyers 
or their White Bird seen by the 
vigilant watcherg from the skies. 

The planes returned to the surface 
of the Saguenay river while the pilots 
considered furth@ plans. The men do 
not intend to leave an acre uncovered 
in search for the birdmen, whom many 
think stil] alive.

The value of submersibles to us was 
at first obscured by the emotional propaganda of

most certainly not without adequate compensation. 


We are-indeed at a serioug disadvantage in hav-

But the duty of our dele- 
gation therefore is all the more imperative that we 
shall not be carried into improvident concessions 
which will leave.us relatively weaker even than we 
find ourselves now, five years after Washington. 
During this period we backed our heavy sacrifices 
with a policy of inaction which has not been flat- 
tered by imitation, but quite the contrary, 
there is nothing which has transpired in the pre- 
liminaries of the present conference which revives 
our ingenuous hopes of 1922 or induces fh the 
American nation a passfon for further adventures 
in speculative altruism.

ELECTRIC FAN. 


HEN we think of discomfort due 

to the weather, whether hot or 

cold, the thought runs only to 

temperature. The ordinary 
thermometer is the only instrument of 
measurement. The talk is all about de- 
grees of heat. When this is so, distrust 
in thermometers naturally follows. 
“The thermometer is no good.” “ The 
thermometer lies.” “Gee, it must be 
hotter than that thermometer shows!” 
What's the trouble? 

Temperature is an important factor. 
But so humidity, and likewise air 
movement, and neither of these is con- 
sidered when we read an ordinary ther- 
mometer. This story deals with air 
movement as one of the three important 
factors in comfort. 

At the ordinary temperatures air 
movement promotes comfort. When the 
air is moderately hot comfort is pro- 
moted by stirring the air. This stirring 
on a large scale goes by the names of 
winds and breezes; on a retail scale, it 
is known as air currents. These air 
currents are produced by fans from the 
big whirlwind fellows down to the palm 
leaf which is driven by hand power. 

But at both ends of the temperature 


ment causes discomfort. When the air 
is cold, wind makes it more so. The 
body heats up the air which is held in 
contact with the skin by the clothing. A 
wind, breeze, or air current will blow the 
warm air out of the mesh of the cloth 
and from the skin zones under the cloth 
and cause great discomfort. Arctic ex- 
plorers find it possible to live outside 
in comfort when the ordinary thermom- 
eter registers 25 to 50 below zero, 
provided there is no wind. But if a 
driving wind is blowing they must get 
under shelter or they die. — 


At the other end of the line, so long 
as the temperature of the air is lower 


}than body temperature, say about 100, 


a wind promotes comfort. A person liv- 
ing in such air should be helped out 
by fans unless nature supplies the breeze. 
If power driven fans are not available 
the hand driven article is a moderately 
satisfactory substitute, even when the 
suffering man must supply the power. 
If one be a maharajah he will have 
slaves or serfs or something of that sort 
to ply the turkey tail. But once let 
the temperature go much over 100, still 
air is cooler than moving air. Hot 
winds are hotter than hot, still air, and 
fans in boiler rooms, bakeries, and such 
places only make matters worse. Cer- 
tain states require fan ventilation in 
mines. The requirentent is a good one 
except it be in very hot mines. 

The amount of moisture in the air 
affects the temperature level at which 
we should stop the fans or come in out 
of the wind. When the air is satu- 


several degrees below that which is ad- 
visable when the air is dry. |
